FRENCH PROPOSALS 

The French plan presented by 
Premier Poincare reviews the re- 
sults of the war and declares at 
the outset that reparations, as pro- 
vided for by the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, is not only an indispensable 
condition to the rehabilitation of 
French finances, but the only logi- 
cal means to the restoration of the 
economic situation in Europe. 

The plan says that France is 
ready to agree that th C bonds 
of the reparations be canceled in 
consideration for the cancellation 
of equal sumé of the European 
inter-Allied war debts, provided 
that that method of payment is 
approved by the Allies. This is 
equivalent to reducing the total 
reparations to 60,000,000,000 gold 
arks, in case Great Britain is dis-

NEW YORK. Jan. 2.—lIrregu-

Not @ 
few of those who garnered 
in the upturn of last year were dis- 
inclined to take the monetary 
valve of those profits in definite 
form, for the reason that taxation 
would impose a heavy burden. 

Thus there was a measure of seill- 
ing to be absorbed in today’s mar- 
ket which acted as a weight upon 
prices and which nullified such 
buying for long account as devel- 
oped as a result of the optimistic 
forecasts in business and finance 
regarding future months. So far 
as the technical position of the 
market was concerned this selling 
probably improved the situation 
materially and there is no denying 
that Wall Street throughout today's 
iransactions was inclined to the 
favorable rather than the unfavor- 
able outlook.
